New York, July 15.™~Secretary of 


Agriculture Wilson hopes that Uae 
corn crop of the western states has 
not yet been ruined by the drouth, 
says a Washington dispatch to tho 
Herald. 
He is disposed to believe 


that the reports as to the damage 
have been exaggerated. He is quoted 
as follows: 


"I do not regard the corn crop as 


seriously damaged, notwithstanding 
the reports from the western states. 
On July 1 the condition of the corn 
crop was more promising than on the 
same date last year, and even if the 
press reports are not exaggerated, al- 
though I am inclined to think that 
they over-state t(he real conditions, 
there is not, as yet, cause for genu- 
ine alarm. 


"Throughout the area of the great 


corn crop the drouth has not been 
severe enough to seriously affect that 
crop. Hot weather is not damaging 
to corn at this season. In fact, ihiga 
temperature at this season is one of 
the requisites of corn development, 
and so I think that we had better 
wait awhile before we say that the 
corn crop is ruined. 


"For myself, I think that we shall 


have plenty of corn in this country, 
The reports from Kansas and Ne- 
braska are, of course, discouraging, 
"but the crop in those states is not 
great, except in the eastern portions. 
The great corn belt of this country is 
east of the Missouri river and west 
of the Ohio."

HIS LONG AND ACTIVE CAREER 


HE 
IS STILL 
ViaOBOUiS AT 


EIGHTY YEARS. 


D. W. Jones, the veteran printer, 


celebrated his birthday anniversary 
last Thursday, when he reached the 
age of eighty years, (having been born 
near Dayton, Ohio, July 11, 1831. 
When he was abo\it ten years old he 
came with his parents to Indiana, his 
father having previously selected a 
site for a home at a point on the 
banks of ittie Missi&sinewa five miles 
south of Marion, where he founded 
the town of Jonesboro. 
It was in 


this village 'tfhat D. W. Jones first ac- 
quired a knowledge of the print! ag 
business sufficient to enable him to 
begin the publication of a newspaper 
in 1844, during the presidential cam- 
paign of that year. 
It was called 


the Barnburner, and was printed 
upon a wooden ^printing press, the 
forms being inked with balls. This 
method of inking the forms is noth- 
ing more tkan a tradition «to the 
printer of today, and there are per- 
haps noit a score of publishers living 
in ifhe great commonwealth of Indi- 
ana today who ever saw a wooden 
printing press. ITrom Jonesboro Hr. 
Jones went to MCarion early in 1850, 
where he published a paper for sev- 
eral years, when, in 1863, he was in- 
duced by several prominent republi- 
cans of that day in Fort Wayne to 
come here and start a paper of their 
political faith. He reached the city 
in April afod in the following monln 
the first number of the Port Wayne 
Daily Gazette was printed. The office 
was on the third fioor of the Thieme 
building, at the corner of Columbia 
and Clinton streets. The Staats-Zei- 
tung office was also on the same floor 
of this building, with a board partl^ 
tion separating the two plants, the 
German paper being then, as now, 
conducted by the venerable John D. 
Sarnighausen. More room being re- 
quired, the Gazette remained in -these 
quarters but a few months, arid was 
removed thence to the second fioor of 
the building now occupied by tfie 
Bash flouring mills. It was while in 
this location ithat Isaac Jenkinson, 
now of Richmond, Ind., bought of Mr. 
Jones a half interest in the Gazette, 
It was here, also, that S, E, Morss, 
now owner of the Indianapolis Sen- 
tinel and one of the best known jour- 
nalists in the middle west, -first got 
an insight into the way of making a 
newspaper in those days. 
He was 


then very young and very small for 
Oils years, but lie was very eager to 
enter the 
office as an apprentice 


nevertheless. 
However, he was not 


permitted to do so, as a maternal de- 
cree was issued that he should com- 
mune with his school books for sev- 
eral years thereafter, and it was not 
until he had graduated from the Fort 
Wayne high school that he was al- 
lowed to take up tfhe work of a re- 
porter on the Gazette, 'which some 
time previously had passed out of the 
hands of Mr. Jones, Before he was of 
age Mr. Jones had learned the trade 
of a cabinetmaker, and in the job 
printing office now owned by him 
may be seen a number of type cases 
of his own construction, made after 
he was seventy-eight years old. And 
while they are not as smoothly fin- 
ished as are the cases turned out by 
machinery operated by the skilled 
mechanics employed by the 
type 


foundries, yet they are highly credit- 
able to his skill and a critical exam- 
ination of them is necessary to reveal 
rthe fact that they are 'band made and 
home-made as well. iHis interest in 
the business of printing is apparent- 
ly as strong as i«t was half a centuxy 
ago, when the art preservative of all 
arts had comparatively few followers 
in Indiana. 
Hardly a day passes 


that he does not work at least a few 
hours in his little job office, "kirk- 
ing" his press whenever he has a job 
•to run off. 
The specimen books 


printed by the type founders, which 
are consulted but rarely by the avei- 
age printer, to him possess an ir- 
resistible charm, and almost daily he 
may be seen poring over the pages 
of some one of them, in which he 
never fails to find specimens of the 
typhographic art that delight him 
Mr. Jones has lived in Indiana 
seventy years, atod nearly sixty 
winters have come and gone since he 


first became an humble follower cJ 
Guttenberg, so ibhat he may right- 
fully claim the distinction, of being 
not only a pioneer Hoosier, but a 
pioneer printer as well. He "is now 
enjoying usual health, and his 
friends hope he may live ito celebrate 
many more birthday anniversaries*

GREAT STEEL STRIKE IS NOW ON 


Amalgamated Men in Sheet, Tin and Hoop Mills 


Quit Work in Response to Order of 


President—Thousands Idle. 


Pitt^burg, Pa., July 15,—The strike 


ordered Sturday night by President 
Shaffer, of the Amalgamated Associ- 
ation, of Iron and Steel Workers, 
after failure of the three days* con- 
ference to effect a settlement of the 
matters at issue between the Amal- 
gamated association and the officials 
of the sheet steel, steel hoop and tin 
plate companies, is in full swing to- 
day. 
Keports received at amalga- 


mated headquarters indicate that 
there has been a general response to 
the strike order. 


Whether a general strike in all the 


mills controlled by the United States 
tSteel company 
(the billion-dollar 


combine) will ensue, cannot be stated 
at this early stage of the great con- 
test. 


"All of our men are out and the 


condition for which we have been 
preparing these three years and more, 
and against which, we have repeated- 
ly warned the manufacturers, now 
confronts the latter," said President 
T. J. Shaffer this morning. 
"The 


gratifying unanimity with which our 
men assented to the strike order is a 
vigorous and sufficient refutation of 
the statements of interested persons 
on the other side of this controversy 
that (the strike is one of the officials 
of the Amalgamated association and 
not of the men. As Showing that the 
iron, steel and tin workers appreciate 
the gravity of the present situation, 
and the imperative duity devolving 
upon them, there are some works that 
we could not rFeach Saturday night in 
promulgating the strike order and 
yesterday and this morning we have 
been in receipt of. indignant protests 
from these lodges inquiring why they 
were not ordered out. They are out 
now; in fact, all our men are out, and 
the works of the Uhree underlying 
companies of the United States siteel 
corporation are tied up, as tight as an 
estate in an English chancery court. 
And so they will remain until the 
companies concede the just demands 
of o^lr men." 


IN PDTTSBU'&O. 


Pittsburg, July 15,— fPhe strike of 


the members of the Amalgamated 
association! 
employed 
in the tin 


plate, sheet and hoop mills, which 
was ordered Saturday nigflxt as a re- 
sult of the disagreement between the 
conferees of the United States Steel 
corporation and the Amalgamated as- 
sociation, was g&nerally observed in 
the Pittsburg district this morning1. 
At the mills where the strike order 
extended the skilled workmen who 
are under the control of the union

intention of working. Early reports 
received at the general offices of the 
Amalgamated 
association 
were 


meagre of details, tout indicated, that 
the strike order was being observed 
at all mills of the tin plate, sheet 
and hoop Combines. 


{President Sfliaffer is in communica- 


tion with lodge officials at all these 
plants, and he is confident that the 
association will make such, a strong 
showing on this preliminary suspen- 
sion of work that a general strike 
of all the mills of the United States 
Steel tcorporatian will not be neces- 
sary. The latter proposition is ths 
strong card which the- Amalgamated 
present has up his sleeve and which 
he has threatened to play if an early 
adjustment of the difficulty is not 
made, 
Tfcis strike bears a resem- 


blance to the historical Homestead 
strike in 1898 in that it is not a 
question of wages, but of recogni- 
tion of the Amalgamated association. 
The- association insists upon union- 
izinig all the plants of the three com- 
panies' in question. 
The manufac- 


turers refuse to grant this demand 
and say that the individual contracts 
with workmen which are in force at 
a number of the plants must sttand.

celebrated liis birthday anniversary 
last Thursday, when he reached, the 
age of eighty years, having been born 
near Dayton, Ohio, July 11, 1821. 
When he was about -ten years old he 
came with his parents to Indiana, his 
fatlier having previously selected a 
site for a home at a point on. the 
banks of the Mississinewa five miles 
south of Marion, where he founded 
the town of Jonesboro. 
It was in 


this village that D. W. Jones first ac- 
quired a knowledge of the printing 
business sufficient to enable him to 
begin the publication of a newspaper 
in 1844, during the presidential cam- 
paign of that year. 
It was called

upon a wooden-"'printing press, the

before p.'Fort Wa

method of inking1 the forms is noth-
